RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 28 th August 1965 

No. F.3(74)-B/65.—The Government of India hereby set up an Advisory Board 
on Tax Credits related to the Excise Duty liability on additional production. The 
functions of the Board will be to formulate recommendations with regard to the 
grant of tax credit certificates, keeping in view the objectives enunciated In the 
Finance Minister’s Budget Speech of February 27, 1965. 

The composition of the Board will be as follows:— 

Chairman 

1. Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Industry. 

Members 

2. A senior officer from the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 

Finance. 

3. A senior officer from the Ministry in charge of the commodity concerned. 

The Board will adopt its own rules and procedures. 
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The Board will be constituted tor a period upto 31st March 1980 in the first 
instance. 

The Board’s function will be advisory, the final decisions being taken by 
Government.
